roads, from the base of supplies: a steam 
mill ¢an be built where supplies and the 
raw product can be bought advantage- 
ously, where its productions can be econo- 
mically shipped to customers, and where 
tenements for the operatives are already 
built. 

The original cost of a water mill, with 
its extensive grounds and water, dam, 
races, wheel-pit, wheels and heavy foun- 
dations is generally double the cost of a 
steam mill. The history of mills every- 
where will sustain us in the assertion that 
the cost is twice as great. A few almost 
inaccessible mountain streams may be 
utilized at no great expense, but these are 
always liable to burst all bounds and 
leave the mill suspended until the ravages 
of the floods are repaired. 

A mill propelled by steam can be 
warmed in winter, by the escape steam, 
without any cost, except the expense of 
the conducting pipes. The danger of 
fire being less in a mill warmed in this 
manner, the rates of insurance are cor- 
respondingly less; and good authorities 
say that the quality of. the fabrics manu- 
factured in a steam-heated mill are supe- 
rior to those that comé froma rite mitts 
Which ste heated by furnaces or #t d¥es,

Iilow to Tella Mad Dog. 


A genuine case of hydrophobia, even 
in the dog, is very rare occurrence. But 
when the disease does manifest itself, its 
symptoms are marked and easily defined, 
and to one§who has given the subject any 
attention there should be no mistake con- 
cerning a proper diagnosis. «The trouble 
is that to persons of superficial observa- 
lion an epileptic fit—very common 
among dogs—may be mistaken for hy- 
drophobia. The dog, when. suffering 
from an attack of epilepsy —a sure guar- 
anty that he is not mad—runs about 
wildly, staggers, falls down, regains his 
feet, toddles about mechanically, froths 
at the mouth (which is another positive 
indication that he #6 not mad, for a mad 
dog never froths at the mouth ) and, as if 
entirely deprived of sight, runs against 
anything in his way. With the mid dog 
the case is entirely different: . He dreuls 
at the mouth, is possessed of preternat- 
ural strength, and never staggers or falls 
except todie. Ile doesnot bite mankind, 
but rather avoids society. He takes 
long journeys of thirty or forty miles to 
vent his restless desire for motion, When 
journcying-he-tiges not walk or ron, but 
procce ‘ds ina slouching-‘manner—a kind 
of trot. fis aspect 1s dejected. His 
appearance is very characteristic, and if

OUT OF A WATERY GRAVE. 


Gen. Boswell’s Little Game that 
Failed to Work—A Courtly Old 
Gentleman who was Not as 
Smart as His Wife—Greet- 
ing Friends after a 
Long Absence—A 
Cool Swindler. 


[Correspondence Cincinnati Commercial. } 

Mencip, INp., July 1.—The citizens of 
Muncie are on their ears this morning. 
Gen. Daniel K. Boswell, long mourned 
as dead and food for fishes jn the muddy 
Missouri, arrived here at 5 o’clock this 
morning, and now languishes in jail with 
his deep-scheming wife to Keep him com- 


pany. 

Daniel K. Boswell, formerly a resident 
of this place, aged 63 years, a native of 
Wayne county, this State, and for many 
years a resident of Richmond, Indiana, 
where ls parents were held in high es- 
teem, turns up here this morning a pris- 
onerin the hands of the law, and now 
lies in jail on the charge of attempting to 
defraud the Franklin Life Insurance 
Company of Indianapolis, outof the sum 
of $10,000, and the Travelers’ Accident 
Insurance Company of Hartford, Con- 
necticut, of the sum of $5,000, being the 
amount of policies issued on the life of 
this man, who for three years has been 
considered dead, while now that he turns 
up alive many can be found who claim 
that they never thought him to be dead. 

THE SCHEME. 

The modus operandi in this scheme of 
defrauding the _insurance companies, 
while not deep or well io br came near 
being renee # Boswell and his wife, 
who had for some four years been resi- 
dents of this place, made a visit to Kan- 
sas, and during his trip Boswell fell over- 
board and was drowned in the Missouri 
river. WThisinthe year1871. The widow 
appeared on the scene in deep distress, 
and with much weeping called upon the 
insurance companies to ‘“‘come down 
with the dust.” The Travelers of Hart- 
ford names mised the claim and paid the 
widow $2, The Franklin Life of In- 
dianapolis disputed the claim and refused 
to pay, claiming that Daniel was’ not 
deat, A lawsuit followed—the wepiig 
widow the pleadings of the attorne 
| ‘‘fetched” the jury, and a verdict for t 
full amount of the claim, $10,000, was 
rendered for the widow, <A second trial 
was secured. 

The insurance company fully believing 
that they were being imposed upon, com- 
menced operations looking to the discoy- 
ery of the man elaimed to be. dead, and 
putting detectives on the track, tracod 
their man from St. Louis to Tennessee, 
into Mississi i and finally found him at 
GaksWurg, Illinois, wficre he was living 
as General Isaac Stewart Howe. Ex.
